PERKINS FOR SENATOR. 


The term of United States senator George C. Perkins will 
expire in March, 1909. 
It w ill therefore devolve upon the 
legislature to meet next January to elect his successor. 
The 
senator and assemblymen to be elected this fall will have a 
voice in nam ing the next U nited States senator, and this fact 
imparts much significance to the selection of candidates for 
legislative honors, particularly on the republican side, as it 
would be a wild flight of im agination to think that the demo­ 
crats have the ghost of a show to elect a federal senator in 
California, in the existing condition of politics in this state. 
George C. Perkins has represented California in the senate 
of the United States since 1895— a longer tim e we believe 
than any other man -has filled that high office in the history 
of this state. H e was first elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Leland Stanford in 1895. 
He was reelected in 
1897, and again in 1903, in both instances without opposition 
in his own party. 
Every republican member cast his vote 
for him on the first ballot, and in the latter year his election 
was made unanim ous on motion of a democratic member. 
T his serves to show the appreciation of the people generally 
in the manner in which he has looked after their interests at 
W ashington. 
In his long career not the slightest scandal 
has ever attached to his name. 
California has never had a 
more able, hard-working or influential man at Washington 
than the present senior senator. 
H e is at home in the midst 
of legislative duties at the national capital. 
H e is not averse 
to a reelection. 
W e befieve the masses of the republican 
voters are in favor of keeping him where he is. 
A few self-seeking politicians are very anxious 
for a 
change. They cannot bring any solid reasons therefor, but it 
would suit them as individuals better to have the senatorial 
toga fall upon some one else. 
Probably som e of the dis­ 
satisfied ones imagine that it might possibly come within 
reaching distance of themselves if Perkins were not in the 
race. We believe republicans cannot do better than by reelect- 
senator Perkins. 
No one commands the confidence of all 
classes to such an extent as he. 
‘‘ Let well enough alone,” 
is a very apt motto to adhere to at this juncture. 


We publish in this issue the San Francisco seawall and 
India basin acts., which are to be submitted to the voters at 
the forthcoming election. 
T h e two acts provide for the 
issuance of three million dollars— two m illion dollars for 
piers, wharves, etc., and one m illion for the purchase of 
India basin for wharfage purposes. 
These improvements 
are absolutely necessary for the harbor of San Francisco, 
made so by the steadily increasing demand for accommoda­ 
tion along the San Francisco water front. 
T h e bonds will 
not entail expense upon the general taxpayers, 
as 
the 
money necessary for the paym ent of principal and interest 
is to be raised by the collection of dockage and other dues by 
the harbor commissioners. 
W e see no reason why these 
bonds should not command the general approval of the 
voters.

Amador County 
Descriptive Article 


A m ador county comprises an area of 
548 square miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Nevada mountains, 
and em braces within its territory all 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
C lim ate.—The «IImate of tho popu­ 
lous portions of tho county is as genial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. 
As climate Is one of the 
most valuable assets of th is favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
9tands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
I t should, and no doubt will In 
time, w hen its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for th e residents of oth er parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees abovo zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in th e sum­ 
mer. 
S now seldom falls in th e settled 
districts, and never remains on tho 
ground for more than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy— w hich is characteristic of tho 
entire S ierra Nevada range. Tho sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool n ights; permitting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—The cou nty, although 
rich in other sources of w ealth, com ­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for 
her quartz m in es. 
The 
deepest gold mines in A m erica are lo­ 
cated here. 
T he Kennedy m ine Is now 
taking gold in liberal q uantities from 
quartz extracted from a d ep th of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. 
S in ce th e dis­ 
covery of gold, the county h as contrib­ 
uted fully 8100,000000 to th e world’s 
supply of th e precious m etal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at th e rate of 
about tw o million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eigh t or ten mines operating on what 
is called th e “ mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly 
direction a distance 
of twenty 
miles. 
T h e mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em­ 
ploym ent for over 1000 m iners. 
This 
industry is still in its infan cy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of tho 
ground th a t lias actually been worked 
•or prospected. 
The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
bo found anywhere in the world for the 
investm ent of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m oth er lode, but also in th e almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some tenor twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, wo have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, im arbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities.— T h e agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. 
The valley lands 
will produce 
anything th at can be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In tho fo oth ill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
•courses. 
F u rth eru p in the mountains, 
at an altitu d e of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is adm irably adapted for apples 
•and potatoes. 
A ready m arket for 
many tim es tho quantity now raised of 
these com m odities can be found lin the 
various m ining towns. 
Grape culture and w inem ak in g are 
becoming important industries, 
both 
the grap es and wine com m anding a 
better price than itho product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared w ith other 
■California lands. Improved farm s may 
lie secured for one-fourth th e price 
•current In som e places. 
U nim proved 
lands can be had from 85 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a sm all ranch. 
There is room for 
a largo addition to our agriculural pop­ 
ulation. 
V a st tracts now d evoted to 
cattle ranges m ight be made t h e homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farm ers. 
Amador has a popuiasionof less than 
12000. T h r e e fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three m iles abovo 
and below th e mineral belt. 
Jackson, th e county seat, 
h as about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city ol th e sixth class. 
O th er towns 
are Sutter Crock, Amador C ity, Ory- 
town, P lym o u th , Volcano, P in e Grove 
aud Olota. 
lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
T he com m unity is law-abiding. E du­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is 
within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, located at lone. 
The assessm ent roll for 1007 is $5.­ 
800,793, and tho tax rate for botli state 
and county purposes $2 on th e $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a branch 
railroad running to lone. 
F rom this 
point the lo n e and Eastern railroad e x ­ 
tends 14 m iles furihor to tho m iuiug 
section. 
Thu various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are 
well 
represented. 
T he pow er plaut of the Standard 
Electric C o —one of tho largcit in tho 
world—islocatcd four miles from J a ck ­ 
son.

An Act to provide for the Issu­ 
ance and sale of state bonds to c rea te a fund 
for tho construction by Ihe board of state 
harbor commissioners of wharves, piers, sea­ 
wall, sta te railroad, spurs and appurtenances 
In the city and county of San Francisco; to 
croato a sinking fund for the paym ent of sold 
bonds ; and providing for the subm ission of 
this net to a vote of the people. 
The people of the Slate of C alifornia, repre­ 
sented In senate and assembly, do enact as 
follows; 
S k o tio n 1 
For the purpose of providing a 
fund for th e payment of the Indebtedness here­ 
by authorized to he Incurred by tho board of 
state harbor eommlsslnners for th e orecMon of 
wharves, piers, seawall, state railroad, spurs 
and appurtenances In the city and county of 
San Francisco, at a cost not. to exceod two 
million dollars (which said wharves, piers, sea 
wall, sta te railroad, spurs end appurtenances 
Ihe board of stnto harbor commissioners are 
hereby empowered to construct In the manner 
authorized by law, and at a cost not to exceed 
sold two million dollars), tho sta te treasurer 
shall Immediately after the Issuance of the 
proclamation |nf the governor, provided for In 
section 10 hereof, prepare two thousand suit­ 
able bonds ot the State (if California, In tho de­ 
nomination of one thousand dollars oaeli The 
whole issue of said bonds shall not exeoed the 
sum of two million dollars, and said lionds 
shall boar Interest at the rale of four per 
centum per annum. Trom the tim e of said sale 
thereof, and both principal and lntorost shall 
be payable 111 gold coin of tho present standard 
value, and they shall he pay able a t the ofttco 
of Ihe sta te treasurer, at the expiration of 
nineteen years from their date, subject, how- 
over. to redem ption hy lot as In this act herein­ 
after provided. Said bonds shnll b ear date tho 
second day of January, A I) nineteen hundred 
and nine, and shall he made payable on tho 
sccondday of January, A 1) nineteen hundred 
and |twcDty-elght. Tho Interest accruing on 
such of said bonds as are sold, shall be due and 
payable a t the offloe of the stuto treasu rer on 
tho|second day of Jnnuary. and on the second 
day of July, of each yoar after the sale of Ihe 
same; provided that tho lirst paym ent of In­ 
terest shall be made on tho second day o' Jan­ 
uary. ¡A. 1). nineteen hundred and ten. on so 
many ot said bonds as may havo been thereto­ 
fore sold. 
At the expiration of nlneteon years 
from the d a te of said bonds, all bonds sold shall 
coaso to boar lntorost, and likewise all bonds 
redeemed by lot shall ceaso to bear in terest as 
in this ant provided, and the said s ta te treas­ 
urer shall call In, forthwith pay and cancel the 
same, out of the moneys in the second San 
Francisco seaw all sinking lurnl provided for In 
this net, and hu {shall, on the llrst Monday of 
January, nineteen hundred and tw enty-eight, 
also cancel anil destroy all lionds no t thernto- 
foro sold. 
All bonds Issued shall be signed by 
tho governor, and countersigned by the control­ 
ler, aud sh all be endorsed by the s ta te treas­ 
urer. and eacn shall have tho seal of the state 
stamped thereon. Each bond shall contain a 
olause th a t it Is subject to redem ption by lot 
after the y ear nineteen hundred and eighteen, 
S ic. 2 
Interest eouponsshall bo attached to 
oaehof said bonds, so that such coupons may 
bo removed without Injury to or m utilation of 
the bond 
Said coupons shall be consecutively 
numbered, and shall be signed by tho state 
treasurer. But no Interest on any of said bonds 
sbull be paid for any time which may intervene 
between the date of any of satd bonds and the 
issue und sa le thereof to a purchaser. 
Sue. 3, The sum of one thousand dollars Is 
hereby appropriated to pay the expense that 
may be Incurred by the state treasurer in hav­ 
ing said b o D d s prepared. Said amount shall bo 
paid out of the San Francisco hurbor improve­ 
ment fund 011 controller's warrants, duly drawn 
for that purpose, 
Sec. 4. W hen tho bonds authorized to be is 
sued under this act shall ho duly executed, 
they shall be by tho state treasurer sold at 
I ubllc auction to tho highest bidder for cash, 
in such parcels and numbers as said treasurer 
shall bo directed by the governor of the state, 
under the seal thereof, after a resolution re­ 
questing such sale shall havo been adopted hy 
tho board of sta te harbor com m issioners; hut 
sold treasurer m ust reject any aud all bids for 
said bonds, 'or for any of them, which shall be 
below the p a r value|of (said bonds so offered; 
and he m ay, b.v public announcement a t the 
time tixed for the sale, contluuc sueli sale, as 
to tho whole of the lionds offered, or any part 
thereof offered, to such time and place as he 
may select. Duo notice of the tim e and place 
of sale of a ll bonds must be given hy said treas­ 
urer hy {publication in two new spapers pub­ 
lished in the city und county of San Francisco, 
and also by publication In one new spaper pub­ 
lished In the city of Oakland, aud by publica­ 
tion in one newspaper published In the city of 
Los Angeles, and by publication in one news­ 
paper published In the city of Sacram ento, once 
a week during four weeks prior to such sale 
Tho costs of such publication shall be paid out 
of the Sail Francisco harbor improvement fund, 
on controller's warrants duly drawn for that 
purpose. Tho proccedsof tho sale of sueli bonds 
shall bo forthw ith paid over by said treasurer 
Into the treasury, aud must be hy him kepi In 
a separato fund, to he known and designated as 
the "Second San Francisco Seawall F u n d " and 
must be used exclusively for the construction 
of wharves, piers, seawall, state railroad, spurs 
and appurtenances thereto on the w a te r front 
of the city and county of San Francisco.

Those industries of California that 
are voted to tho production and u t i l i ­ 
zation of mineral structural Diatermia 
iu California, madn a lino record for 
thernsevles last year. 
State Minera­ 
logist Anbury reports that the total 
value represented 
hy the output o f 
Biicb industries in 
1907 is 89,225,OIK) 
in round figures. 
The total is some* 
what in excess o f that and the final 
returns may m ak e a handsome ad d i­ 
tion. 
P ractically all 
reports havo 
been received, b u t in a few instances 
tho figures buve n o t been secured. 
The total of $9,225,000 shows a hand­ 
some increase o f ¡91,360,000 os co m ­ 
pared to the aggregate for the jireced- 
ing year. 
The quarrym en and pro­ 
ducers and w orkers of clay in 1907 
practically added as much wealth to 
the state as did th e petroleum w ells 
of California in 1906, when petroleum 
was the second 
m ineral product in 
commercial im portance. 
J he figures that have been received 
to date from t h e producers of C a li­ 
fornia structural 
materials for the 
year 190/ leave t h e showing without 
final 
revision, 
w ith annual records 
as fo llo w s: 
PaviDg 
blocks, 
$200,410; 
lim e, 
$743,740; lim estone, $388,014; cement, 
$2,291.077; granite, $451,085; rubble, 
$682,096; elate, 860,000; 
serpentine, 
$3,000; glass sa n d , 
$8,178.80; sand­ 
stone, $100,184; m arble, $97,863; clay, 
(pottery) $219,179; brick, 
$2,965,770; 
macadam, $951, 198.15. 
The largest 
increase, as com pared to 1906 is to be 
credited to the b rick makers, who led 
their record of th e preceding year, 
who increased th e ir output irom 82,­ 
538,848 to 82,965,770, or practically 
$425.000. 
l h e le a d is then taken by 
the cement men, whose output in 1906 
was $1,941,250, an d 
in 1907 was $2,­ 
291,077, a gain 
o f 
about $325,000. 
Notwithstanding that the old paving 
blocks in San F ran cisco were utilized 
in repaving the str eets in that city, 
aud few new ones were quairied for 
local use, the q u arryin g of pavm g 
blocks for the e n tir e state increased. 
T beie were 
increases in lime and 
limestone; an in crease of more than 
$100,000 in 
g ra n ite; 
a 
substantial 
gain in the p rod u ction of macadam 
for the state; m ore than 8100,000 in ­ 
crease in the r u b b le product; and 
clay for pottery was more in demand. 
“ These returns, 
as received from 
the statistician o f th e state mining 
bureau,” so says 
A ubury, “ strongly

that the total m in eral production of 
the state for 1907 w ill

have exceeded $50,000,000, which is a 
record of good size . 
The collection 
ot statistics for 1907 is nearly com ­ 
pleted.

TRIAL OF A. BORELLO 
ON A CHARGE OF ARSON 


In the Destruction by Fire of the Sum m it Hotel. 
on Sutter Hill. 


The trial of Agostino liorello, one 
of thn four charged with the burning 
of tho Summit 
hotel 
near Sutter 
Creek in the early part of February, 
was commenced Tuesday morning and 
has been in progress since that time. 
Ben T. Taber of Auburn, attorney for 
Weber, who was charged with the 
murder of his párente, is associated 
with Dlstict Attorney Vlolol, while 
Alfred 11. Coliou and .lames U. Creely 
of Oakland are defending liorello, D. 
H. Spagnoli having retired from the 
case. All of Tuesday was consumed 
iu the examination ot tho jurors. 
Twenty-tour of the venire of eighty- 
Uve were called aud examined, and of 
this number only ten were chosen and 
sworn in as jurors. They were James 
Hamilton, Thedoro Lithgnw, Geo. 11. 
Brown, Henry Bradigan, Art Better, 
J. C. Denver, Emmet. Uillick, A. L. 
Stewart and W. K. McFarland. That 
night ami during tho rest of the trial 
the jurors will be kept in tho base- 
meut of the hall ot records. 
It re­ 
quired about two hours Wednesday 
morning to secure the other two jury 
man. 
Those who were finally sworn 
were T. D. Bacignlupi, and Frank 
Blakely. 
In opening the caso Mr Taber 
stated that the prosooutiou intended 
to prove beyond a reasonable doubt 
that though the defendant wns not 
diroctly guilty of the crime of arson, 
yet he knew that such a crime was to 
be committed, und that ho had aided 
iu the commission of it. 
That he 
some time before the Hro had a con­ 
versation with C. Lepori in the olfice 
of Bertini & Lepori iu San Francisco, 
-during which Lepori stated that if 
tho house was burned the defendant 
would have no nio*'e rent to pay, 
at which Boredo stated that lie knew 
<of a party who would do it for SlOd, 
in response to which lie said that 
Lepori told him to go ahead. 
Then 
he stated that thev would prove that 
liorello returned to the Summit 
house and proceeded to ship a part of 
the goods, upou which there was a 
chattel mortgage, to San Francisco, 
including a ousti register, which was 
found iu his hotel in San Frnucisco 
after the burning of the hotel here. 
The lease of the hotel by G. 11. 
Vicini to Bort.iui and Lepori for a 
term of six years at a monthly rental 
of 809 was introduced. 
W. L. Bose 
of Sutter Creek 
waa called aud 
testified that he had issued a policy 
for S19J0 on all the stock aud furni­ 
ture in the hotel. 
Ruse drew up a 
bill of sale from A. Boreilo of the 
hotel business and stock, etc., to C. 
Rossi, the date of this sale being 
October 12, 1907. at which time an­ 
other policy for 81000 made out in 
Borello’s name 
expired. 
Loretta 
Meehan, deputy recorder, was culled 
uud identified the record book con­ 
taining a record of a chattel mortgage 
made by A. Boreilo lo Bertini aud 
Lepori, the am ount of the mortgage 
beiug 8500. 
C. P. Vicini was called 
aud testified that Boreilo and Ferro- 
cana were in possussmu of the hotel 
until the bill of salo to C. Kossi, who 
afterwards stated to Vicini that he 
owned the place. 
James Bryant was 
then culled and considerable time 
was consumed in examining him by 
both sidos. 
lie stated that he hud 
lived there at intervals before the 
tire, that he was in the habit of oon- 
! duetiug 
the 
correspondence 
ior 
Boreilo und keeping the books ot 
Hie hotel, 
' hat he tiad been thrown 
out of employment and had become 
indebted to Boreilo in the sum of 
about fifty dollars for board. 
Ho 
testified that he aud Boreilo went to 
Sutter Creek one overling iu March 
1997. und after spending more than 
uu hour in town, started ou the re­ 
turn trip. 
While 
walking along 
Boreilo brought 
up 
his tinuueiul 
affairs, remarking as he had done to 
Bryant previously, thut he was going 
behind und hud to do souiethiug. 
Then Bryant stated that Horetlu sa'd 
that tie had two policies tor 81U9U 
each ou the furniture and stock in 
the hotel, uud that If it iveiu burned 
he would come out 
about even. 
According to the witness Boreilo then 
ultuied to caucel his indebtedness of 
850 und liesides give him 8299, saying 
thut he would go to Jackson aud get 
a cun of eoai oil. aud then go to San 
Francisco so thut suspicion would 
not attach tu him, hut alter consider­ 
ing it for u day Hryunt refused to 
accept the ull'or. iio testitied thut lie 
told the neighbors about the circum­ 
stances, uud that iu his pieseuco a 
short time utterwuid, oue Swift, to 
whom lie had told the story, told it 
to Vicini, 
the proprietor of the 
place. He also testified tliut ho had 
been ordered to leave tho pluCu by 
Boreilo, hut had uot done so until a 
couple ot mouths after the occurrence 
of the olfur, uud thut lie had returned 
to the hotel twice before the tire, the 
last time ubout three days before it 
took place, uud th a t he hud slept

there. 
T’lio following morning tho 
Borellos left the hotel for San Fran 
cisco. 
That day In company with 
Emil Botto, be tried the doora of the 
house to see that they were locked, 
and had also visited tho store room 
which they had found open. In this 
store room ho said was a can partly 
tilled with coal oil, nnd it was his 
opinion that, it was there for ttie ex­ 
press purpose of burning down the 
house. Ho said that while there he 
had told Botto tho reason of his 
visit. 
He stated at first, that there 
were no coal oil lamps in tho hotel, 
that only electricity was used except­ 
ing when that would tie turned off 
candles were usoci. 
But upon cross 
examination ho 
remembered that 
there was a large hanging lamp in the 
barroom, but could nob reoollect the 
one in the dining room. 
The uext witness to tako the stand 
was Emil Botto who aucompanierl 
Bryant on his tour of inspection of 
the hotel a few days before the lire. 
He corroborated the statements of the 
latter concerning the contents of 
the store room. 
Gu the night of 
the tiro lie was asleep at his home on 
Butte: bill, and it was about five or 
ton minutes after the tiro Imd broken 
out that he reached the scene. While 
lie was standing a few teut from the 
dining room, where the tire seemed 
to lie raging the Heiceat, lie heard an 
explosion very much like a coal oil 
can, and immediately afterward de­ 
tected a strong odor of burning con 1 
oil. 
immediately tie went to the 
store room and removed the laivu 
mower which he found there, tint 
the coat oil can, whioh he and Bry­ 
ant had noticed a few days previous 
was missing. 
Thursday morning tho first witness 
was Emil Lucot, who testilled wheu 
the alarm ot tire was given, lie had 
left tiis home, going to the Summit 
house almost immediately, tie found 
the trout donr closed, but upon try­ 
ing it tound that it was not locked. 
Entering he found the cash register 
gone, while the niokei-iu-the-slot 
machine wns still staudiug there, but 
tho buck door of it hurl been pried off 
and the nickels removed. 
Alex Davis said the slot machine 
was his property, aud had been placed 
%ri the Summit house, with the under­ 
standing that he aud Borelio would 
share equally iu tho profits or Josses 
of tlie machine, hut the keys to the 
money sack were 
in 
his (Davis) 
possession at the time of the tire, 
while Boreilo had only a key to the 
top of the machine iu case a nickel or 
coin should become jammed. 
John M. Fallon said three or four 
days proceeding tho lire Agostino had 
visited his saloon at Marteil station 
nail had ottered a num ber of nickels 
in exchange lor large coin. 
Having 
only four dollars on hand at the time 
he had taken that am ount of nickels, 
but hud been urged by Boreilo to 
take more. 
Mrs Annie Campbell was employed 
at tbe ¡Summit house for a period of 
two years before tho tiro. 
Boreilo 
running tho [dace until lie sold out 
to C. Kossi. 
'The Borelio brothers 
and Rossi left the hotel about a week 
or ton days beiore ttio Ore, presum­ 
ably for San Francisco, the keys to 
tdie place being given to her, Boreilo 
returned a tew days before tbe tire, 
and took the keys from her. 
¡ábe 
could nut remember 
having seen 
lam ps or a oau of coat oil about the 
place, but lmd used kernsine, which 
was kept in a bottle, about the beds. 
Though she visited the store room 
every day for provisions, she had 
never seen a five gallon can, supposed 
to contain keiosine iu the room. 
In taking the testimony of John 
Poinelii uud Luigi Nilo it was necess­ 
ary to cull an interpreter iu the 
Italian language. 
The former liad 
seen Domenico Manzo at his saloon 
a b o u t eight thirty or nine o’clock the 
evening of tlie tire, hut hud uot seen 
him again that evening, though he 
had stayed up most of the night 
watching iiis own house to see thut it 
did not take liie. 
Nilo said that he 
had seen Borelio and u man who hud 
mime from Sun Francisco with him a 
wook oi motto before, but did uot 
k uo w who the mail was. 
Wendell Jones, who lived directly 
across the road from the Summit 
house, 
testified that he lmd seen 
liorelio return from San Francisco 
about two weeks before ttie tire uud 
thut he was accompanied by a man, 
whom he titter wards 
heard called 
Lepori. 
Lepori stayed a couple pf 
days and then left, followed ttie next 
m orning by the two Borellos, and C. 
Kossi. ltd did not see Boreilo again 
until the Monday morning before the 
tire, at which time he saw him wait­ 
ing for the stage to Murtells. 
liHuu Miller testified thut be bad 
taken live or Six packages to ttie rail 
road station at the request ot A. 
Boreilo a few duys before the ttie,

Down to Charles II.’s time It was 
customary to nam e nnd baptize a ship 
after she was launched, sometimes a 
week or two nftor. 
The old Tudor 
method used for men-of-war was still 
in use. 
Pepys' "D ia ry ” shows that. 
The ship was safely got afloat, after 
which some high personage went on 
board with a special silver "standing 
cup” or "flaggon” of wine, out of which 
he drank, naming th e ship, and poured 
a lllmtlon on the q uarter deck. 
The 
cup was tlieu generally given to the 
dockyard master shipw right as a me­ 
mento. 
When did the present usnge 
of naming and baptizing a ship before 
she is sent afloat com e In? I trace the 
last explicit mention of the old method 
to 1004, when the Royal Katherine was 
launched (see Pepys). 
The first men­ 
tion of smashing a bottle of wine on 
the bows of a British man-of-war that 
I have found Is in a contemporary 
newspaper cutting of May, 1780, de­ 
scribing the christening of II. M. S. 
Magnánimo at Deptford, but nothing Is 
hinted thnt It was then a new custom. 
—London Notes and Queries.

The republican stdite convention for the nomination of 
presidential electors will be held in Oakland on 1 hursday, 
August 27. 
Amador is entitled to four delegates, and it is 
probable they 'will be apportioned and elected iti the same 
manner as the last convention, when townships one, two and 
four were allowed one delegate each, and townships three and 
five one delegate jointly, each district holding a caucus or 


p r i m a r y for the selection of the delegate, 
No action has yet 
been taken by the county central committee in the matter. No 
doubt a move will be made in ample time to give the voters 
due notice of proceedings. 
The delegates elected to the state 
convention will also be the delegates to the congressional 
district convention to nominate a congressman from this 
district. 
This county is practically unanimous for the re­ 
nomination of our present able representative, W . F. Engle- 
bright. 
The delegates should also be empowered to act in 
the assembly district convention for the nominatiau of an 
assemblyman for this district. 


P A R T Y RU LES 
W AN T ED. 


For the nomination of local officers— supervisors, etc.,— 
it w ill perhaps be advisable to call a county convention in 
the early part of September. 
When the presidential ticket 
is in the field, and the campaign is fairly inaugurated, it 
is desirable to have the local organization fully prepared as 
soon thereafter as possible to take part in the responsibilities 
and activities of the canvass. 
The most important in this 
direction is the reorganization of the county central commit­ 
tee, filling up the gaps which have been made in its ranks 
, during the past two years by removals, and the adoption of 
clear-cut rules for the government of the committee in the 
future. 
The powers of the managing committee should 
never be left to the mere caprice of the members of the com­ 
mittee themselves. 
Fixed and definite rules Should be laid 
down for the guidance of every governing body. 
Political 
organizations should be no exception to the rule. 
This is 
as essential for the committeemen as for the ranks and file of 
the party. The necessity of some action in this direction has 
beeu strikingly demonstrated, both in state and county poli 
tics, in the history of the past two years. 
It is the path of 
prudence to remove as far as possible all grounds of com­ 
plaint in the republican lines by closing the door for the ex­ 
ercise of arbitrary authority by the adoption of a few simple 
rules. 
Party strength, especially’’ in local matters, depends 
in a great measure upon the confidence of the members in 
those in charge of the party machinery. 
If their powers are 
safeguarded by limitations laid down in a written and duly 
adopted code of laws, there will be little room for dissension 
on the excess of authority. 
The Ledger has no sympathy 
with mere factional squabbles within the ranks, which are 
dictated by selfish motives— to substitute one set of managers 
for another. 
vSueh, as it appears to us, is the agitation of 
the Lincolu-Roosevelt wing of the republican party at the 
present time, which 
threatens to seriously handicap the 
party in this campaign. 
Under the false cry of Herrinism, 
or the wresting of the party from railroad domination, a Jew 
disappointed ones seek to capture control of the organiza­ 
tion. 
We cau see 110 merit in such a contest for place and 
power, particularly in the absence of any proof of attempted 
dictation at this time. The state committee has so far exerted 
its powers judiciously, in the interest of harmony and party 
success. 
At the same time, we believe in doing everything 
within reason to stave off these bickerings in the future. One 
vital step to this end is the adoption and promulgation of a 
code of laws for the government of state and county central 
committees. 
It makes a whole lot of difference whether the 
party governs the committees of its own creation, or these 
committee a ssu m e to govern the party. 


The tainted money notion has developed in political par­ 
lies. 
Both democratic and republican órgauizatious have de­ 
cided not to accept contributions for campaign purposes from 
corporations, 
This is running a fad into the ground— out­ 
doing the precedent established by a clergyman in refusing a 
contribution from Rockfeller. 
And how very easy it is to 
evade such claptrap, goody-goody resolves by tendering con­ 
tributions through third parties. 
Money from a corporation 
is ju st as good as money from any other source, for political 
as well as other purposes.

Curiously, once he 
was thrown out of a eal>, the figures of 
which he added and found amounted 
to seventeen.
